NON-RESPONSIVE AMENDMENT 

1 . The communication filed on October 28, 2001 is not fully responsive to the 
communication mailed previously. 

This action is non-responsive. Amended claims and newly submitted claims 1, 4- 
6, and 20-47 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the 
invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The previous claims were drawn 
to a variety of mutant alleles comprised within a vaccine, however now the claims are 
drawn to cysteine proteases comprising at least one amino acid substitution, specific 
point mutations, vaccines comprising peptides and isolated peptides. Thus the 
invention appear to be drawn to newly claimed inventions. There appears to be no 
correspondence between the mutant alleles and the specific point mutations or the 
newly recited synthetic peptides. There is no data showing which alleles correlate to 
which amino acid sequences. For example Cys192 may prevent autoproteolysis, 
however there is no corresponding description of an allele with a similarly recited 
property. Thus, the examiner cannot appreciate that the new claims would read on the 
previously claimed invention. 

2. The amendment filed on October 29,2001 amending the previous claims and 
adding new claims is non-responsive (MPEP § 821 .03). The remaining claims are not 
readable on the elected invention for the reasons stated above. 
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3. Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to 
reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, 
whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
